PARIS, June 16.—Marseilles po- 
lice believe they have caught in Dr. 
Bougrat, who is accused of mur- 
dering his friend, the bamk messen- 
ger Rumebe, one of the greatest 
criminals of modern times. They 
say Bougrat led a dual life and 
possessed a double personality. 

Normally a polished, cultured 
gentleman, a respected member of 
the social circles in which’ he lived, 
he would suddenly become a 4de- 
graded, unscrupulous ruffian, de- 
lightfhng in the company of the 
worst characters, with whom he 
drank in low cabarets in the slums 
of the city. : 

Bougrat, according to police re- 
ports, would quarrel with such 
companions at night and _ return 
home, his clothes torn and covered 
with blood. The next day he 
would be a courtly professional 
man whom his conferees would be 
proud to call into consultation. . 

The most sinister side of his 
personality, however, if police sus- 
picions are confirmed, was @ pas- 
sion for scientific murder. A num- 
ber of unexplained death® wy 
laid at his door when “Ttnv 
tions are completed. Among his 
papers have been found a number 
of newspaper clippings and other 
documents relating to mysterious 
murders and the scientific aspect 
of crime. 

All death certificates 
by Bougrat are being examined 
and testimony is being given by 
his patiérits—_They say the doctor 
had a mania for making subcuta- 
neous injections, and several add 
that the effect of such injections 
was to send them to sleep immedl- 
ately. 

One woman declared that after 
the doctor made an injection and 
she had come to her senses she 
found all the money gone from her 
handbag: she said she heard an- 
other patient complaining to the 
doctor in his consultation room of 
similar treatment. - 

For some time Bougrat had been 
in financial difficulties as a result 
of the extravagance of a woman 
for whom he divorced his wife and 
who has been living with him. 
She has been arrested. 

Rumebe, whose body was found 
in a cupboard in the doctor's 
home,’ is now believed to be only 
one among Bougrat’s victims.

The 
district attorney says he has »>vi- 
dence pointing to a carefuily 
planned murder as the result of 
which Young possibly hoped iti- 
mately to come into possession of 
the fortune left by Mrs. Youngs 
former husband, Patrick Grogan, 
millionaire olive grower. 

Three alienists retained by 
district attorney to examine Young 
‘last night reported that the dentist

Held by Coroner's Verdict. 

Careful planning of the 
,murder was charged to Dr. Young, 
| dentist, in the evidence produced 
at the Coroner’s inquest yesterday. 
At the conclusion of testimony, the 
Coroner’s jury laid the death of 
his wife at Young’s door, naming 
the means as “administration of 
lethal gas and strangulation.” 

‘ Charles Riemer, district attor- 
ney’s investigator, detailed the hign 
Uchts of Young’s confessed prepa”~a- 
tions to cover his tracks before ‘he 
killing took place as follows: 

The pair had had frequent quar- 
rels, including one the night Mrs. 
Young disappeared, Feb. 21 ‘ast,

Mrs. Young fell asleep in the

for Course Betwecy battery and Sandy Hook in Prep- 
aration for Attempt to Swim English Channel.

NEW YORK, June 16. — Ger- 


trude' Ederle, a 19-year-old girl, 
accomplished yesterday the double 
feat of swimming the 21 miles ‘rom 


the Battery to Sandy Hook and 
beating the men’s record for chis 
gruelling test. Her time of 7 hours 
11 minutes and 30 seconds, lowers 
the course record set by the late 
George R. Meehan of Boston on 
July 20, 1914, by 6 minutes 30 sec- 
onds. 

This triumph was Miss Ederle’s 
final accomplishment before de- 
parting tomorrow for England, 
where she will attempt the Channel 
swim. On Sunday the girl swim- 
mer carried the colors of the Wo- 
men’s Swimming Association to vic- 
tory when she broke the world’s 
record for 150 yards frée style, thus 
displaying the most amazing ver- 
satility. 

The night still hung over. the 
city when Miss Ederle set out on 
the big test at 4:42 a. m. It was 
pitch dark along the sea wall at 
the Battery and a dense fog made 
the black water look particularly 
uninviting. ., 

Piloted From Rowboat. 

She was piloted from a row hoat 
by two friends who alternated at 
the oars. . 

Directing the oarsmen was ‘he 
50 foot motor boat Helys, with 
officials, friends, press representa- 
tives and guests aboard. 

Miss Ederle had not been under 
way very long before it became 
apparent that those who had given 
the information concerning ‘idal 
conditions were badly in error. The 
current was supposed to be ebb- 


‘ing in favor of the swimmer, but 


Miss Ederle found herseif bucking 
a strong tide. 

Only her great speed enaicd 
her to stem it and the first phase of 
the journey was arduous. It was 
5:59 before she drew clear of Gov- 
ernor’s Island and out of Butter- 
milk Channel. 

Changes Stroke Frequently. 

The bitterly cold water and hard 
struggie began to tell on her. Nhe 
felt chilled and stiff, and repeate)- 
ly she changed stroke to relieve her 
muscles. 

But soon the sun arose, the tide 
changed favorably, and it was re- 
markable how quickly she: recov- 
ered after that. 

One hundred yards from the 
beach she actually sprinted and it 
was impressive to see her thrash 
up to within a few feet of land 
then run briskly on to shore. 

After receiving congratulations 
Miss Ederle stretched out on ‘the 
sand and- asked to have her’ >2y2s 
bathed with fresh water. They 
were bloodshot from the salt water 
and painful. That was the yne 
thing Miss Ederle complained of. 
At times she became so blind from 
the brine that she hardly could see 
the piloting rowboat.
